Flint, Mich., November 11.—(?)— 
More than $3,000,000, said to be ‘the 
largest embezzlement from a_ single 
bank in American banking history, 
was the sum taken by ten or more 
employers and junior executives of 
the Union Industrial Bank of Flint 
for their speculations in the stock 
market, it was revealed in an official 
statement issued today. An audit 
ef the shortage has been under way 
for some time. 

The gross theft is set at $3,592,- 
000 but the net loss is estimated in 
the neighborhood of $2,000,000, which 
in turn is expected to be cut down 
by payments on certain insurance pol- 
icies held by the bank.

INAIR, YOUNG 


America Far Ahead of 
Europe, Head of Aero- 


nautics Branch Asserts 


At Driving Club Dniner. 


America’s predominance in the air 
is recognized. and acknowledged by 
Europe, Major Clarence M. Young, 
assistant secretary of commerce for 
aeronautics, stated Monday night at a 
dinner given in his honor by Leo C. 
Wilson, supervising inspector in this 
district for the department of ‘com- 
merce, aeronauties branch, at 
Piedmont Driving Club. 

Commenting upon 


continental air lines are more wide- 
spread and that these transport routes 
have kept Europe far ahead of. the 
United States, Major Young cited the 
experiences of foreign transport execu- 
tives who have visited this country to 
“learn from America.” 


“In Kurope, there is no night fly-, 


ing,’ Major Young said, ‘‘while *in 
this country, we have pioneered in a 
24-hour schedule of flying which 
amazes those European operators, On 
every occasion when European opera- 
tors visit America, we arrange for a 
night flight over a scheduled air line, 
as that is one of the first things they 
ask about. They are ready to 
acknowledge that we have taken to 
air transportation in a way which has 
not been attempted as yet on the con- 
tinent.” 

In commenting on how the depart- 
ment of commerce operates under the 
air ecommerce act passed by congress. 
Major Young told his listeners that 
the department, in checking up on ac- 
cidents in aviation, is concerned only 
in learning the causes, so that they 
may not contribute to similar acci- 
dents in the future. 

“We do not and will not, as long 
as I am director of aeronautics,” he 
said, “give out a statement of blame. 
That was not the reason for the air 
commerce act. We are desirous in 
getting all data possible on why the 
accident occurred, so thht the causes 
contributary to the crash may be elim- 
inated. We are not interested in law 
suits or attaching of blame to any- 
one.” 

Major Young arrived at‘4 o'clock 
Monday afternoon by train and will 
leave this morning for Birmingham, 
where he will be honor guest at a 
banquet to celebrate the close of the 
Alabama state air tour, which com- 
pletes its four-day flight this after- 
noon at Roberts field, Birmingham.

Miss Parks was. startled when the 
women, who made up a crowd of 1,000 
at National Park, six miles south of 
here, surrounded the police automobile 
and shouted threats against her. 

“Give her what she gave those poor 
children,” one cried. Another with a 
bunch of flowers in her hand, shouted 
“kill her and I'll put these on her.” 

The accused woman was well pro-

The boy’s skeleton was 
found yesterday. 


Claims Accident. 


The woman told the police the lit- 
tle girl died following a beating. She 
said she had no intention of seriously 
harming the child. The boy died, she 
said, after an accidental fall down 
stairs in her Camden home. Becom- 
ing frightened, she said, she hid the 
them. The 
heads were found separated from the 


rest of the bones, but Miss Parks de- | 


nies she dismembered the bodies. 

Dorothy and Timmie were the 
youngest children of Alan Rogers, 
Woodbury, N. J., insurance broker, 
whose wife died a year ago leaving 
six children. Mise Parks was a 
cousin of Mrs. Rogers and the fatlier 
consented to let her raise the young- 
ext ones. He never saw the children 
after turning them over to Miss 
Parks, who is 35, and who says she 
had lived with Anthony Baka, but 
was never married to him,

She then walked 
about twenty-five feet into the woods, 
stopping occasionally as though a 
little uneertain of her bearings. 
Finally she stopped at a point where 
there was a mass of autumn leaves 
and pointed to a hole, “There it is,’ 
she said simply. 

She began to sob as she bent over 
the shallow hole, with her hands 
crossed over her breast. She pulled 
out a handkerchief to wipe away the 
tears and then burst into convulsive 
weeping.

Automobile’ stealing 1s primarily «a 
white man’s crime, shepeting to Mr. 
Boykin. is does not indicate any 
disinclination on the part of colored 


testimony to the fact that a white 
man can “get away with it more eas- 
ily.” he said. 

Bootlegging is a field in which ne- 
groes predominate, although the trans- 
portation *and. organization of the 
trade is carried on almost exclusively 
by whites, and the distribution in small 
amounts by negroes, his experience 
shows. Bootlegging is a tempting bait 
to criminals of all sorts, for practically} 
every crook has his finger in some 
bootleg pie. Solicitor Boykin adds 
that men of weak character will take 
to bootlagging sooner than any other 
form of crime, but are apt to end 
their criminal careers in other occu- 
pations, since bootlegging is not con- 
tinuously profitable. 

The chief cause of modern crime, 
affirmed the solicitor, lies in the fact 
that crime is no longer frowned upon 
by society or the courts. “A crimi- 
nal is not ostracized by his fellow men. 
or considered as an edious object,” 
Mr. Boykin said. “Instead, he- be- 
comes a fascinating gangster, an wn- 
fortunate darling, pampered, pardoned, 
paroled—but never punished. Every 
possible device has been brought to 
bear to make the odds favor the crim- 
ing! in his fight against society. 

We coddle our convicts, and do our 
best to make the criminal’s lot easy 
and attractive. Ne respect or fear for 
the law exists {6 prevent a man from 
committing a cf - The duty of the 
w is not only to punish wrong-doers, 
but to prevent innocent people from 
going crooked. The laxity of our law 
enforcement. is. responsible for the 
crime wave. We have but to point 
to our harvest of thugs, yeggmen, safe-.

News.)—The grand gesture which a 
futile life had failed to provide was 
found in death late today by a young 
woman who leaped from the cabin of 
a passenger plane while it wag flying 
at 2,000 feet altitude near Curtiss Air- 
port, L. I. 

The girl, tentatively identified as 
Ruth Rockwell of Crestwood, N. Y., 
from papers in her possession, left 
behind in the cabin of the plane an 
unaddressed note of farewell in which 
she expressed the desire to explore the 


uncertainties beyond life rather than 
to continue.a useless existence. 

“T want to fly and fly high,” was 
her instruction to Pilot Edward Booth 
as she paid $5 for a ticket and step- 
ped into his plane at the field.

There was no salutation. It read 
as follows:

Blame no one and feel that I have 
no enemies, I will probably be con- 
sidered insane, as anyone taking his 
life is supposed to be slightly insane. 

“I am wondering if the newspapers 
will decide to devote any space to me?

I 
am wondering if I will find anything 
in death. If so, what?

Long Career With 
Domini 


Toronto, Ont., November 11.—(# 
J...A. Robb, Canada’s minister of 
finance, died here today. He was 70 
years old. 

Born near Huntington, Que, Au- 
gust 10, 1859, Robb knew the rigors 
of frontier life. He was educated at 
the district school and later at 
Huntingdon academ;. 

In 1908 Robb was elected to the 
commons by. the constituency of 


Huntingdon. He was returned to the 
house of commons at all of the fol- 
lowing six general elections. 

After the wartime election in 1917, 
Mr. Robb was elected chief opposi- 
tion whip for the liberal party. His 
success at this post led Right Hon. 
W. L. MacKenzie-King to take him 
itto the newly formed liberal govern- 
ment of 1921 as minister of trade 
and commerce. Thus eabinet ‘rank 
came after 13 years in parliament as 
a private member. 

In 1925 came the step in his career 
which was to make the name of Robb 
known throughout Canada. Named 
minister of finance, he commenced a 
series of documents which “became 
known popularly as the: “Robb 
budgets.” he most notable of these 
was perhaps the budget of 1926, 
which made sweeping reductions in 
the income tax, reductions in the 
duties on automobiles and a large 
cut in the sales tax. 

Robb rose to this station in Can- 
ada from a humble beginning. In 
his ‘teens he learned the milling busi- 
ness. At 20, upon the death of his 
uncle, he succeeded him as president 
of a mill in Valleyfield.

Speakers at Mississippi Val- 
ley Conference Hit 
Carriers. 


St, Louis, November 11.—(4)—The 
attitude of railroads toward inland 
waterways was condemned by three 
speakers on the program of the con- 
vention of the Mississippi Valley As- 
sociation here today. 

President William R. Dawes, of Chi- 
cago, warned the association that 
the railroads were organizing their op- 
position toward inland waterway de- 
velopment. Congressman Homer Hoch, 
of Kansas, accused the railroads of at- 
tempting in a number of ways to block 
the development of waterways, and 
Congressman E. E. Denison, of Illi- 
nois, asserted the railroads had or- 
ganized a campaign _ of propaganda 
against the expenditfre of any more 
money by the government on water- 
ways. 

President Dawes predicted that a 
showdown between enemies of water- 
ways and waterway advocates was 
imminent. 

Governor Bibb Graves, of Alabama, 
another speaker, said the solution of 
the difficulties between the railroads 
and the barge lines lay in adequate 
control of joint water and rail rates 
by the federal government. 

Hundreds of shippers by water from 
virtually every. state of the Missis- 
sippi valley gathered for the conven- 
tion. The delegations included every 
element interested in improvement of 
rivers and intra-coastal canals. Goy- 
ernor, congressmen, army officers and 
waterway enthusiasts were among the 
speakers. President Hoover sent a 
message of greeting to the associa- 
tion.

Man, the newest of earth’s creatures, has in some small degree 
profited by the wisdom of his ancestors. He inherits from many genera- 
tions of decency a tendency to be unselfish, 3 respect. for honor and a 
craving for truth. 

_He is a nobler creature than his unwashed ancestors because their 
Strivings to improve themselves developed decent race instincts. He 
inherits a sense of morality. 

if he inherits less than the ants and the bees, it is because his race 
has had less time to accumulate wealth. .

A commission appointed to report 
on the fortification of Liege has fin- 
ished its inquiry. It advises the 
building of a fort on the Meuse at the 
ford of Lixhe.

. Eleven years have gone by since the 
day of the armistice, when the guns 
ceased firing. It was a day of thanks- 

that marked the ending of the 
! es of the trenches. For us it 
‘be remembered always as a day 


of pride; pride in the memory of 
those who suffered and of those who 


~ made the last sacrifice of life in that 


great cause; pride in the proven valor 
of our army and navy; pride in the 
greatness of our national strength; 
pride in the high purpose for which 
we entered the war, and pride that 
we neither wanted nor got from it 
anything of profit for ourselves. Those 
stirring memories will always remain, 
and on each Armistice Day will glow 


in, 

From the war we have two para- 
mount obligations. We owe to those 
who suffered and yet lived an obliga- 
‘tion of national assistance, each ac- 
cording to his need. We owe it to the 
dead that we redeem our promise that 
their sacrifice would help bring peace 
to the world. The nation will dis- 
charge its obligations. 

The men who fought know the real 
meaning and dreadfulness of war. No 
man came from that furnace a swash- 
buckling militarist. Those who saw 
its realities and its backwash in the 
sacrifice of women and children are 
not the men who glorify war. They 
are the men who pray for peace for 
their children. But they rightly de- 
mand that peace be had without the 
sacrifice of our independence or of 
those principles of justice without 
which civilization must fail. 

Such a sacrifice of freedom and 
justice is the one calamity greater 
than war. The task of statesmen is 
to build a road to peace which avoids 
hoth of these calamities. ‘This road 
requires preparedness for defense; it 
equally requires preparedness for 
peace. 

Peace Outlook Bright. 


The world today is comparatively at 
peace. The outlook for a peaceable 
future is more bright than for half a 
century past. Yet, after all, it is au 
armed peace. The men under arms, 
including active reserves, in the world 
are almost 30,000,000 in number, or 
nearly 10,000,000 more than before 
the great war. Due to the Washing- 
ton arms conference and the destruc- 
tion of the German navy, the com- 
batant ships in the world show some 
decrease since the war. But aircraft 
and other instruments of destruction 
are far more potent than they were 
even in the great war. There are 
fears, distrusts and smouldering in- 


tinder of war. Nor does a single quar- 
ter of a century during all the ages 
of human experience warrant the as- 
sumption that war will not occur 


again. 

Gloomy as this picture may be, yet 
we can say with truth that the world 
is becoming more genuinely incli 
to peace; that the forces of imperial 
domination and aggression, of fear and 
suspicion are dying down; that they 
are being replaced with the desire for 
security and peaceful development. 
The old objectives of tortuous diplo- 
macy are being replaced with frank 
and open relations directed to peace. 
There is no more significant step in 
this progress than the solemn covenant 
that civilized nations have now en- 
tered, to renounce war and to settle 
disputes by pacific means. It is this 
realignment of the mind of the world 
that gives the hope of peace. 

Peace Not Static. 


But peace is not a static thing. To 
maintain peace is as dynamic in its re- 
quirements as is the conduct of war. 
We can not say “let there be peace” 
and go about other business. Nor are 
the methods by which peace is to be 
maintained and war prevented to be 
established by slogans or by abstract 
phrases or by academic theory. Prog- 
ress toward peace can be attained 
only as a result of realistic practical 
daily conduct amongst nations. It 
ean be the result only of ayfrank rec- 
ognition of forces which may disturb 
peace. For instance, we must realize 
that our industrial life, our employ- 
ment, our comfort, and our culture de- 
pend greatly upon our interchange of 


We must realize that this interchange 
ean not be carried on unless our citi- 
zens are flung into every quarter of 
the globe and the citizens of every 
other nation are represented in our 
country. 

We must realize that some of them 
will get into trouble somewhere. Cer- 
tainly their troubles will mm'tiplv if 
other nations are at war. We have 
an obligation and every other nation 
has an obligation to see to the protec- 
tion of their lives. and that justice is 
done to them so long as they comply 
with the laws of the countries in which 
they reside. From all these relation- 
ships frictions and controversies will 
arise daily. 

By our undertaking under the Kel- 
logg pact, to use only pacific means 
to settle such controversies as these, 
we have again reaffirmed the doctrine 
enunciated by that far-sighted states- 
man, Mr. Elihu Root, in his famous 
declaration at Rio de Janeiro in 1907. 
At that time he announced that we 


would not use war or warlike means 
to enforce or collect upon private 
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goods and ideas with other nations. |

All these men have talked of their 
problems in a spirit charged with the 
gravest responsibility, not only for our 
own relations but for the peace and 
safety of the world. We have thought 
out loud together as men can not think 
in diplomatic notes. We made no com- 
mitments. We drove no discussion to 
final conclusion. We explored the 
areas of possible constructive action 
and possible controversy. We examined 
the pitfalls of international relations 
pel os and openly, With this wider 
understanding of mutual difficulties 
and aspirations we can each in our 
own sphere better contribute to 
broaden good will, to assist those 
forces which make for peace in the 
world, to curb those forces which 
make for distrust. Thereby do we se- 
cure the imponderable yet transcen- 
dent spiritual gains which come from 
successful organization of peace and 
confidence in peace. That is why I 
have endeavored to meet the leaders 
of their nations, for I have no fear 
that we are able to impress every 
country with the single-minded good 
will which lies in the American 
heart.

The canvas measured five by eight 
feet and Mr. Dickinson, through some 
whimsy, had signed it on the side in- 
stead of at the bottom. It was there- 
fore hung sidewise by a literal and 
orthodox employe, and so hung it 
successfully passed the elimination 
tests which reduced the number of 
entries to 468. 

These latter the jury of award 
deigned to view, and they paused be- 
fore Mr. Dickinson's opus entranced. 
The National Academy is the anti- 
thesis of the radical in art.

newspapers, so that it could be trans- 
ferred to J. T. Webb, Jr., special com- 
missioner. 

LaVarre’s attorneys said he had 
agreed to dismiss the attachment by 
December 8 provided the Internation- 
al Paper and Power Company had 
filed an answer by that date to his 
suit for $2,500,000, which charges 
breach of contract. 

Counsel for Hall, LaVarre’s former 
associate in the transactions for the 
purchase of the newspapers, said it 
was their understanding that LaVarre 
had agreed to dissolve the attachment 
by December 8 regardless of what ac- 
tion might be taken by the Interna- 
tional Paper and Power Company. 

Judge Bascom 8. Deaver granted 
LaVarre an extension of time until 
December 8 for the dismissal of the 
attachment, ” ‘the South Carolina 
courts. 

The federal hearing today was 
called in response to a petition for 
direction filed by Webb, who asked 
that LaVarre be adjudged in contempt 
of court if he failed to show cause 
why he had not turned over the stock 
as the court directed. The order to 
transfer the stock of the Columbia 
(S. C.) Record and the Spartanburg 
Herald and Journal to Webb was the 
result of a suit brought last August 
by Hall to establish his claim to equal 
operating control, with LaVarre of 
the three South Garolina papers and 
the Augusta (Ga.) Chronicle. 


Dispute Over Management. 


The four papers were purchased 
early this year with $870,000 furnish- 
ed LaVarre by the paper and power 
company, and Hall was subsequently 
declared by Judge Deaver to be en- 
titled to an equal share in their man- 
agement. LaVarre had contended that 
Hall was merely an employe. 

Shortly after issuance of the court 
order, Hall transferred the stock of 
the Augusta Chronicle to Webb, but 
LaVarre, according to the commis- 
sioner’s petition, had delayed taking 
similar action for the other’ three 
papers so long that Webb said he 
was placed in an equivocal position 
with regard to stockholders’ meetings 
he had called for the latter part of 
this month in Columbia and Spar- 
tanburg. 

The attachment held by LaVarre 
on the stock in the South Carolina 
newspapers was issued in connection 
with LaVarre’s suit against’ the 
paper and power company, charging 
alleged breach of their contract with 
him. The paper and power company 
in turn has a lien on the stock us 
collateral for the loan made by them 
to LaVarre for purchase of _ the 
papers, while a third lien is held by 
the New York brokerage firm of 
Palmer, DeWitt and Palmer for serv- 
icés rendered in the newspaper nego- 
tiations, 

Ask for Rehearing. 


In the hearing today counsel for 
LaVarre presented a. petition for a 
rehearing and a modification of the 
stock transfer order, their request 
being based principally on the ground 
that the federal court here had no 
jurisdiction to direct* dissolution of 
LaVarre’s attachment in the South 
Carolina courts, and that the order 
therefore was invalid. 

Contending further that the paper 
company’s lien constituted an addi- 
tional stock transfer right which 
could not be interfered with by this 
court, Lavarre’s attorneys suggested 
that Judge Deaver might legally 
order the stock turned over to the 
proper officer for possible sale, sub-

Wheeling, W. Va., today corrobo- 
rated the statements of three other 
persons that his brother, Louis Smith, 
made a confession before he died in 
1922 that he was responsible for the 
bombing of the Preparedness Day 
parade at San Francisco in 1916. 

Smith said he is confident that his 
brother and not Tom Mooney, labor 
organizer, threw the bomb which 
caused the deaths of 10 persons. 
Mooney was convicted of the crime 
and is now serving a prison term in 
California. 

The Wheeling man said he believed 
his brother was engaged in the Ger- 
man secret service prior to the 
World War. Louis not only con- 
fessed the San Francisco bombing but 
also two other bombings and _ the 
burning of a government building at 
Montreal, Canada, according to A. L. 
Smith, who is known here as “Jess.” 

He said Louis told him that he 
blew up a barge of ammunition, des- 
tined for Russia, in the harbor at 
Seattle before America’s entry into 
the war. The other bombing was an 
attempt to blow up a bridge, the loca- 
tion of which “Jess” Smith could not 
remember, 

Jess said his brother also _ de- 
scribed how he filled the fire  ex- 
tinguishers in a Canadian govern- 
ment building with gasoline and then 
set fire to the structure. A number 
of years ago Louis Smith was ar- 
rested for several jobs in Canada but 
escaped by turning informer against 
his associates, according to his 
brother. 

The puported deathbed confession 
of Louis taking the blame for the 
San Francisco bombing has been cor- 
roborated by his sister, Mrs. George 
Monroe, of Shadyside, near here; her 
son, Ott, and Frank O, Stevens, of 
Dayton, ‘Ohio, who formerly worked 
with Louis Smith at Wheeling.

ATTACKS BURGESS 


verely Censured in Report 
Read to Senate. 


Washington, November 11.—(4)— 
Submitting its second report to the 
senate lobby committee today con- 
demned William’ Burgess, former 
member of the tariff commission, for 
his activities during consideration of 
the pending tariff legislation. 

After the report was read, Chair- 
man Caraway of- the committee told 
the senate that Burgess, now employ- 
ed by the United States Pottery As- 
sociation, was “a paid lobbyist” who 


“bad no regard whatever for his own 


reputation, no hesitancy in commit- 
ting perjury,’ and “was perfectly 
willing to slander members of the 
senate,” ' 

The report, which consisted princi- 
pally of a review of Burgess’ testi- 
mony before the lobby committee, as- 
serted his actions in attempting to 
have Frederick L. Koch of the tar- 


iff commission disciplined amounted 
“approximately to contempt of the 
senate, if they do not constitute 
such.” 

Caraway announced later that no 
further action against Burgess was 
contemplated by the committee and 
no recommendations -were made in 
the report. 

Charges Denied. 

All the charges contained in the 
report. were denied by Burgess in 
New Jersey. He said they were “ab- 
solutely false statements made in or- 
der to blacken my character and in 
an effort to stop the efforts of Amer- 
ican manufacturers in getting their 
rights.” 

Burgess is coming to the capital 
to’ attempt to have the report refuted 
on the senate floor. : . 

In the first report to the senate 
by the lobby comnfitteee, which dealt 
with the employment by Senator 
Bingham, republican, Conn., of 
Charles L. Eyanson, of the Connec- 
ticut Manufacturers’ Association, to 
aid the senator in tariff matters, no 
recommendations were made but the 
senate later yoted condemnation of the 
Connecticut senator far placing Eyan- 
son on the senate pay roll while he 
was drawing $10,000 a year from 
his association. 

Caraway asserted that Burgess 
went before the tariff commission and 
demanded that Koch be removed from 
his position as chief of the ceramics 
division of the commission on the 
ground that he had shown partiality 
in favor of importers of pottery while 
attending hearings on the tariff bill 
before house and senate committees. 

The report said Koch was charged 
by Burgess with being on terms of 
“friendly intimacy with the manager 
f a Japanese importing firm” and 
“had repeatedly prompted” 
Senator King, democrat, Utah, a 
member of the senate finance commit- 
tee, “known to be opposed to high 
duties, to ask questions of witnesses 
testifying in behalf of such items in 
the earthenware schedule. Caraway 
explained that “Burgess denied seek- 
ing the dismissal of Koch, but added 
that Chairman Marvin of the tariff 
commission said there was no other 
occasion for him to be there and that 
was the only impression which had 
been created upon his mind as to 
the occasion of the visit.” 

“Burgess, under oath, swore that 
at least three members of the senate 
finance committee had joined with 
him in condemning Koch,” the chair- 
man continued. “He went so far as 
to quote two of them in their express 
disapproval. Each one of them has 
taken occasion to refute that stat 
ment by their commendation of Mi 
Koch on the floor of the senate.” 

The senate was told by Caraway 
that Burgess testified before the fi- 
nance committee that he represented 
no person and was speaking merely 
“as one of a group of people who 
sought protection for his own indus- 
try.’ 

Before the lobby committee, Cara- 
way continued, Burgess “reluctantly 
admitted” that he was employed by 
the pottery association at a salary 
of $7,500 a year and also was em- 
ployed by other associations and man- 
ufacturers. Caraway estimated his 
income at “certainly close to $20,000 
a year.”
